Gas Tax Gains
In September
Are Recorded

For the first time in five
months . California gasoline tax
assessments are more than they
were  for the corresponding
month of 1943.

The - State Board- of Equullza
tion made this revelation here
today upon completion of as-
sessments showing that taxes
for September were $134,047
more than for the same month
a year ago,

Based upon distribution by
oil companies of 142,458,658 gal-
lons in contrast to 187,990,413
in September, 1943, the tax just
computed marks a gain of 3.24
per ‘cent. In August the collec-
tions dropped 449,786 under
those for the corresponding
month of last year, marklng a
drop of 9.6 per cent
